Oause as can the iron men themselves by 
advanced prices which efface protection, 
force large importations, destroy our 
market, make oar capital profitless and 
paralyze our labor. Don:t destroy your 
market!"

Tha Act draining Pensions lo Dependent 


rurontd uiul Othurg. 


"WASITI.NGTO.V CITY, Jan. 2S.— Tho doiwud- 


out parents pension bill which passed tho 
house recently wos passed by tho senate 
Thursday without amendment. 
Tho bill 


provides that in considering tho pension 
claims of dependent parents, tho fact and 
cause of death, apd tho fact that the soldier 
left no widow, or minor children, having 
beon shown as required by law, it shall bo 
necessary only to show by competent and 
sufficient evidence that such paront. or par- 
cuts, are without other present moans of 
support than their own manual labor or tho 
contributions of others cot legally bound lor 
then? support; and all pensions under tho act 
shall commence from date o£ application. 


Tho second section provides that all per- 


sons who served throe months or more in tho 
military or naval service of tho United States 
in any war iu which tho United States has 
boon engaged, and who havo boon honorably 
discharged therefrom, and who aro now or 
who may hereafter bo suffering; from mental 
or physical disability — riot tho result oC thoir 
own vicious habits or gross carelessness — 
which incapacitates them for tho perform- 
ance o£ labor in such a degree as to render 
thorn unablo to earn thulr support, and who aro 
dependent upon thoir daily labor for support 
shall bo entitled to roceivo n pension of Si 2 
per month, commencing from dato of flling 
application. Any soldier claiming or receiv- 
ing a pension now may bo mado a bonoflciary 
under this act, but must give upon his other 
claim, it being provided that no one shall i-e- 
ceivo more than Olio pension at tho samo 
time. 


Persons under politoal disabilities aro 


shut out from the benefits of this act, and 
pension agents are prohibited from making a 
greater charge for prosecuting a claim than 
$5, except in special casos to be in tho discre- 
of tho pension commissioner, when tho agent 
may charge $10; penalties are prescribed for 
violation of this provision. 


MAY WORK IN THE FRAUD PLEA. 


An Incident of tlio Telephone Trial In 


tbo Supreme Court. 


N Cm-, Jan. 28.— During tho 


argument in tho telephone cases, before the 
supreme court, Thursday, Hill touched upon 
tho alleged fraud iu the procurement of tho 
Bell patent. Ho assorted that Bull changed 
tho specification of his patent while his appli- 
cation was ponding, and was proceeding to 
orphvin why and bow this amounted to fraud. 
whoa ho was interrupted by Justice Miller, 
who inquired: 


"Do I understand that you propose to set 


up fraud as u defense In this cause, and lo 
attack tho patent on that ground*" 


Hill replied that his side did not plead, fraud 


as a defense; they wore before a court of 
equity, and whon tho complainants come to 
it, and ask for equity, they must do equity— 
they must coruo with clean hands. 


Justice Miller then said that it has been 


repeatedly held that a patent can not bo at- 
tacked for fraud in this court unless tboro 
has been a separata and valid proceeding 
upon that ground in tho courts below— a 
proceeding in which the issue of i'raud has 
been distinctly mado. 


Hill replied that if tho court refused to 


hoar allegations of fraud ho would, of course, 
proceed no further with this part of his ar- 
gument ^^ 


Justice "rlau tuon said that, speaking for 


himself, ho thought counsel should be al- 
lowed to proceed with his argument in tho 
manner iu which ho had planned it. Justice 
Bradley agreed with Justice Harlan i:i this, 
und tho diioC justice directed Hill tu pro- 
ceed.

Wi:h reference to homo aliairs tho 
speech says tho situation in Ireland requires 
the caroful attention of parliament; the rela- 
tions between tho owners and occupiers of 
the land wore improving when tho improve- 
ment wns stopped by organized attempts to 
raise trouble. To meat this state cC things a 
reform oS legal procedure will bo presented. 
Bills dealing with reform oC tho local gov- 
ernment in England nnd Scotland aro prom- 
iscx.1, and then, if possible, a measure ou tho 
Kinio subject for Ireland will bo proposal. 
Tho speech was listened to with little inter- 


est.

LONDOX, Jau.' !2S.—In tho house of com- 


mons Thursday ovcuing Lord Randolph 
Churchill explained, that ho had resigned 
from tho cabinet because the naval and mili- 
tary estimates exceeded £31,000,000, with- 
out counting the large supplementary esti- 
mates. His colleagues, ho said, had refused 
to reduce tho estimates, although ho had 
boon urging economy since August last. 
Amid cheers from tho opposition Lord Ran- 
dolph declared that ho also objected to Lord 
Salisbury's foreign policy of noedloss inter- 
ference. Lord Churchill said ho wrote to 
Lord Salisbury, who replied that tho esti- 
mates were moderate, and referred to tho 
danger of war and tho necessity of protect- 
ing tho coaling stations. Lord Randolph 
concluded his forty minutes' speech with a 
quotation from tho last letter he had written 
to Lord Salisbury, in which ho said: "I 
loft the cabinet with rogrot, but without mis- 
giving or hesitation." 


William Henry Smith said tho cabinet had 


endeavored to retain Lord Randolph Church- 
ill, whose action might have boon considera- 
bly modified it tho differences which arose 
between him and somo of his colleagues had 
been fully discussed, but no opportunity for 
sucli 
discussion 
and understanding was 


given.

Churchill's sacrifices in behalf of a sound 
economic policy. Ho himself found no fault 
with tho foreign policy of tho govornmont, 
but ho thought Lord Salisbury's Mansion, 
house speech was calculated to rouse tlic 
ifravest apprehension, and tho country was 
entitled to bo reassured.

But it is difficult to 


sec ho'.v it could bo otherwise managed. And 
tho fact is that great men of "mind" ov 
"money" in England are not in tlio least hurt 
by having a lord put before them. Thoy un- 
derstand the law of social precedence; they 
know how it is, and thoy arc as wUlbg as 
anybody else to bo governed by its rules. In- 
deed, Uicy wouldn't dream of expecting nay 
different treatment. 


I have understood that in America English 


'lords" and "ladies" are always given tlio 
place of honor at entertainments, and their 
names put first in tho published list of guests. 


Of course if this, in the spirit of that gon- 


uino hospitality for which Americans ore so 
famed, is done to do honor to tho stranger 
guest, and merely because he or she is a 
stranger guest, it is ono thing. It is then 
quito in keeping with American institutions 
nnd thoroughly consistent with American 
customary ,opon heartcdccss. But if it is sim- 
ply because tho guest has tho title of "lord" 
or""lady," it is quito another thing. It then 
hecomes n species of Anglomania toadying, a 
servile yielding of superiority to tho bearer 
of u, title that hasn't either tho excuse ot cus- 
tom or tho sanction of settled rule to uphold 
it. Another thing. Whether it bo a graceful 
compliment to a stranger in o. strange land, 
or an affectation of English ways in the puro 
spirit of a tuft hunter, lot mo say this: It is 
a civility and mark of respect which will in 
no way bo reciprocated in England. No mat- 
ter what or who an American may be in 
America, unless he bo president or ex-presi- 
dent, his status i:i England is no higher than 
any other commoner's. IIo has no "rank." 
I wish this were moro understood in America 
than it is. If it were, you wouldn't foe every 
baronet a:id pency-farthiug knight with 
thoir poor title of - "sir" put above American 
gentlemen who aro really and logically their 
superiors.—London Cor. San Francisco Ar- 
gonaut.

NO LACK OF HOLIDAYS. 


Unlike their nuiglibor?, tho Chinese, the 


Jdpunese take time from their toil to enjoy 
all this. Their government may havo been 
despotic and arbitrary, but it never over- 
worked its laboring population. 
It gave 


them more holidays thnn r.ny pcoplo tinder 
tho sun ever enjoyed. They had what was 
known as tbo "Ichi-roku" days—that ;'s, all 
the days in tho lunar months that wore desig- j( 
iiiitecl by ono OP sir. 
Thus tho 1st, Oth. llth. 


Kith, 2lbS und 20th flays of each month were r 
legal holidays. 
In addition to those tho 


birthdays of the ruling emperor and empress, 
awl also o£ several of tho greatest of their 
predecessors of tho ruling dynast}-, which 
reaches back through 2,000 years, are holi- 
days. Evory village has holidays in honor 
of'its patron saint, and tho saints of the 
famous temples and shrines havo festal days. 
On all of these tho people, in their holiday 
dresses, gather at tho temples and shrir.cs for 
thanksgiving and to admiro tho beauties of 
earth and sky. Pilgrimages aro a. marked 
feature of tho Jnpaneso life, but they aro not 
characterized by the austerity of the Chris- 
tian and Mohammedan world. 
No school 


children, liberated from long study, could bo 
happier and gayer than theso people as they 
go along tho shaded highways. Whole neigh- 
borhoods turn out their population, leaving 
only enough people at borne to core lor tho 
households, and go sometimos hundreds of 
miles on what may appropriately be called 
thcso religious picnics. They walk along tho 
shaded avonucM, talking, laughing and sing- 
ing. They rest when weary from walking in 
tlio shade of the gruat trees by somo clear 
stream or some bubblir.j spring. All tbesa 
great highways are lined with tea booths, 
where tea, rice", eggs or cakes can bo had for 
an incomparably low price. 


In tho villages, which are almost continu- 


ous along theso roads, there are numerous 
lotcls whore those pleasure seeking pilgrim* 
;ot their dusty foot bathed on arrival, a bath 
jeforn retiring, two meals and a bod for ten 
or tifteen cent* Cor each person. Forty miles 
cast from Yuddo are tho temples of Karrita, 
situated in a picturesque spur of tho great 
central mountain range. The road leading 
there is ono long avenue of trees planted SCO 
years ago. 
It runs through green, fertilo 


lelds with tho Bay ot Yeddo, dotted with 
countless white sails ou tbc ono hand, nnd tho 
;reat mountains on tho ether. During half 
±e year this broad road is lined with parties 
of pilgrims on their way to or from these 
templos. Every mile or two bus its villago 
of hotels for the entertainment of these 
people. Some oC theso caravansaries accorco- 
dato 000 guests. Tho number of people visit- 
ing these shrines annually trill reach moro 
than 100,000. In tho spring, when the nee 
has been planted, tho national rice festival 
takes place. This festival continues for sh: 
days. The people go out into tho fields, into 
the valleys, or on to tho terraced hill and 
mountain sidra to tho shrines of the patron 
saint of agriculture, and thero givo thauke 
for tho sun and rain that liavo given such 
promise o! on abundant harvest. At night 
every town is briliinntly lighted, and rejoic- 
ing with music and dancing is heard till long 
into the night. 


FLOWER FESTIVALS. 


Tho spring and summer bring the flower 


festivals, when city and village streets for 
miles aro filied with the most beautiful floral 
exhibitions and crowds of admiring people. 
Tbcro is no moro beautiful sight than <~so of 
theso long, wide streets lighted at night ani 
ILled with flowers. The lovo of tho beautiful 
has led the Japanese to forego tho grosser 
pleasures of eatiog tho fruit of tho cherry 
tree in order that they may enjoy the beauty 
and fragrance of the cherry blossoms. Thero 
aro largo groves of tho double flowered cherry 
trees in all parts of tho country, which grow 
to enormous size. Tho flower is as largo as a 
rose, and when in full bloom these groves ai-6 
a marvel of beauty, and aro visited by thou- 
sands of people, who spend tho whole day in 
these flowery avenues. Tho chrysanthemum 
gardens to be found in all towns and villages 
are points of great attraction. In these are 
to be seen every variety of that Bower, every 
shade ot color and almost every sizs of blos- 


Tho summer sees streams o£ people, the 


poor as well as the rich, going to gaze nt 
Fujiama tho pearl of mountains. A o per- 
son is so poor and no distance so great but 
what several pilgrimages aro made in a life- 
time to this veuorated mountain. In the 
autumn, when tho golden rice und wheat, 
and tho brown millet have been gathered, 
the harvest festival is Leld in every part or 
the country. There in tho groves, on soft 
green carpets spread by r.aturo, unoer tha 
lull harvest moon, they make merry, night 
after night, with song and dance. At thcso 
harvest festivals all classes, from prmco to 
peasant, rejoice over tho ample winter's 
store. It is not only in this intense worship 
of nature that tho beauty of their country 
has molded and influenced their natural char- 
acter. It is seen in then- domestic inter- 
course 
In all tho conventionalities of po- 


lito life they aro far in advance of any peopiO 
in tho Occident. This refined politeness per- 
vades every grado of society. It is junt ii3 
noticeable among tho lower as in the higher 
classes 
To be rudo in word or act is to i»- 


como a social outcast. The poorest workers 
when they meet, erect each other as politelj, 
and pass tho compliments of tho day as freely 
and feelingly as do those of higher stations. 
While tho vocabulary of compliments ana 
blessings is a long one thero aro no words for 
a curse in their whole lar.gu»£C.—Cor. Eon 
Francisco Chronicle.
